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PRESIDENT'S  MESSAGE 


I went  to  Florida  for  the 
F.U.N.  Show  that  had  600 
dealers  there  - what  a 
Show!  Largest  ever  to  be 
held  I understand  and  it 
was  well  attended  with  many 
collectors.  There  was  all 
sorts  of  collecting  items 
there  and  even  paper  money. 
Not  as  much  as  Memphis  by 
any  means  but  there  were  a 
lot  of  the  major  dealers  of 
paper  money  that  had  tables 
there.  I acquired  a few 
notes,  a few  coins,  and 
some  Civil  War  storecards 
of  Michigan  that  I collect. 

Florida  weather  was  terr- 
rrrific  for  golf  or  any- 
thing else  you  so  desired 
to  do.  But  Michigan  weather 
in  January  and  even  February  so  far  has  also  been  terr- 
ific. Not  that  I can  play  golf  here  in  Michigan  but  40 
and  50  degree  weather  is  really  great  and  easy  on  the 
heat  bills. 

Michigan  State  Show  in  Dearborn  this  last  November 
after  Thanksgiving  was  a tremendous  success  for  all  the 
dealers  and  collectors  as  well.  I acquired  a Howell  note 
in  large  size  that  I had  been  searching  for,  for  a long 
time.  The  exhibits  were  plentiful  and  all  nice  and  es- 
pecially the  ones  related  to  Paper  Money  that  were  pre- 
pared by  our  own  club  members.  "Best  of  Show"  award  went 
to  John  Wilson  for  his  exhibit  on  the  Educational  Series 
of  notes.  Congratulations  John,  it  was  really  nice. 
Second  place  went  to  Burt  Fenwick  for  The  State  Bank  of 
Michigan  - Detroit;  and  third  place  went  to  our  editor, 
John  Tomassi  who  exhibited  for  the  first  time  and  had  a 
nice  display  of  Silver  Certificates  - 1935. 

The  Michigan  State  Spring  Show  is  being  held  at  the 
Hyatt  Regency  also  in  Dearborn  on  April  14  - 16.  This 
show  in  the  spring  is  normally  held  in  another  city 
other  than  Detroit  but  due  to  a conflict  in  renting  a 
hall  in  a hotel  the  show  has  been  transfered  to  Dear- 
born again.  At  the  spring  show  only,  there  is  an  award 
given  to  the  club  that  exhibits  the  best  kind  of  display 
of  collectables.  PMCM  is  going  to  put  together  an  ex- 
hibit at  this  show  regarding  paper  money  related  items.

We're  going  to  try  to  put  out  a number  of  different 
cases  out  on  display  - each  will  represent  a different 
form  of  paper  money.

That  way  when 
we  show  up  in  the  exhibit  room  to  put  our  exhibit  in  all 
the  PMCM  cases  will  look  alike,  as  there  all  from  the 
same  club,  and  will  all  be  lined  up  side  by  side.

Have  you  noticed  that  when  going  to  a bank  and  obtain- 
ing paper  money,  the  teller  invaribly  counts  the  bills 
out  to  you,  all  in  the  obverse  position?  And,  have  you 
also  noticed  that  in  bringing  in  sizable  amounts  of  cur- 
rency to  the  bank,  the  teller  also  piles  the  currency 
up,  in  front  of  him  or  her,  with  all  of  the  obverses 
showing,  and  in  some  instances  counts  them  out  in  two 
piles?  This  is  done  so  that  the  faces  of  the  notes  are 
always  showing,  and  when  the  two  packs  are  put  together, 
all  of  the  notes  will  be  placed  in  an  upright  position. 

Have  you  noticed  when  making  purchases  from  super- 
markets, department  stores,  etc., and  currency  is  receiv- 
ed as  part  of  your  change,  all  of  the  bills  are  invari- 
bly placed  with  the  obverse,  or  face  up?  If  you  look 
into  the  cash  drawer,  you  will  find  the  various  denom- 
inations, in  most  cases,  have  been  placed  in  the  drawer 
with  the  obverse  placed  up. 

These  habits  are  probably  a carry-over  from  the  old 
"Wildcat"  banking  days,  when  practically  all  of  the 
notes  issued  by  the  banks,  were  printed  on  one  side 
only . 

When  the  Federal  Government  began  issuing  U.S.  paper 
money  in  1861,  a radical  change  was  made  in  the  print- 
ing. All  of  the  notes  issued  by  the  United  States  were 
printed  on  both  sides,  and  both  sides  carried  the  denom- 
ination of  the  note.  This  type  of  printing  caused  a 
great  deal  of  confusion  among  the  banks  handling  this 
currency.  Many  bankers  felt  that  the  notes  should  not 
carry  the  denomination  on  the  reverse  side,  but  only  on 
the  face  of  the  note.  There  was  much  confusion  among  the 
bankers,  even  as  late  as  1912. 

In  1912,  the  American  Bankers  Association  held  their 
38th  Annuls  Convention  in  Detroit,  MI.,  and  during  one  of 
the  business  meetings,  Mr.  John  F.  Seeley  from  Caro, 
Michigan  made  the  following  resolution: 

"Whereas,  the  bank  note  or  currency  now  in  use,  is 
printed  with  large  or  distinctive  figures  on  both  back 
and  face,  and  causing  the  people  to  count  their  money 
from  the  back  as  well  as  the  face,  and 

Whereas,  the  26,000  smaller  banks  of  our  country  are 
put  to  the  patience-trying  experience  of  rearranging 
much  of  their  customer's  currency  offered  for  deposit  or 
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HAVE  YOU  NOTICED?  con't. 


for  the  payment  of  notes,  and 

Whereas,  at  no  time  in  our  history  could  relief  from 
this  old  time  consuming  currency  be  had  than  at  the  pre- 
sent time. 

Therefore,  Be  it  Resolved,  that  the  Secretary  of  this 
Association  be  directed  to  write  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
United  States  Treasury  --  Mr.  McVeagh  — recommending 
that  the  large  denominational  numbers  be  printed  upon 
the  face  only  of  the  proposed  new  issue  of  Government 
and  National  Bank  Notes." 

From  the  information  obtainable  at  this  time,  nothing 
was  actually  done  at  this  convention  meeting  regarding 
the  resolution,  as  the  records  show  it  was  a tabled  until 
some  future  time.  It  seems  that  it  was  customary  proced- 
ure that  in  order  for  the  convention  to  take  action  on 
resolutions,  it  was  first  necessary  for  them  to  be  sub- 
mitted to  their  Executive  Council  for  discussion  and  iv- 
ves t i gat i on . 


ON  THE  COVER 

This  unique  "Silver  Certificate"  caught  my  eye  while 
looking  through  the  Sixth  Edition  of  the  Standard  Catalog 
of  United  States  Paper  Moneyjby  Krause  6l  Lemke . By  Act  of 
Congress  on  March  2,  1903  the  issue  of  coins  and  paper 

money  produced  by  the  BEP  the  series  between  1903-1916. 
This  10  Pesos  1903  Silver  Certificate  stated;  "This  cer- 
tifies that  there  have  been  deposited  in  the  Treasury  of 
the  PHILIPPINE  ISLANDS  ten  silver  pesos"  and  "payable  to 
the  bearer  on  demand". Two  questions  arose  from  this  notes 
design.  Was  it  patterned  after  the  1899  2 Dollar  Silver 
Certificate  or  was  the  1923  1 Dollar  Silver  Certificate 
patterned  after  it?

Hallettsvi lie  is  in  Lavaca  County  which  is  southwest 
of  the  Texas  capital,  Austin.  Lavaca  is  the  Spanish  word 
for  cow. 

This  bank  is  the  oldest  bank  in  Lavaca  County  and  has 
operated  in  the  same  city  block  continuously  since  its 
establishment.  1988  marked  100  years  of  service  to  the 
community. 

In  1888,  the  San  Antonio  & Arkansas  Pass  Railroad  was 
being  built  through  Hal  let tsvi 1 le . When  the  construction 
gang  reached  town,  the  need  for  a local  bank  became 
apparent.  French  Simpson  and  Carey  Shaw  organized  "The 
Lavaca  Bank"  as  a private  institution.  The  bank  opened 
for  business  in  the  southeast  corner  of  the  Kroschen 
General  Merchandise  store.  These  two  men  earlier  had 
been  employees  of  the  J.H.  Simpson  Bank  of  Columbus, 
Texas , 

In  1890,  they  chartered  The  Lavaca  County  National 
Bank  of  Hal  let tsvi 1 le  and  received  charter  # 4338.  The 
bank  took  over  the  entire  Kroschen  building.  The  bank 
officers  were  Carey  Shaw,  president;  T.Y.  Hill,  vice 
president;  French  Simpson,  cashier;  H.M.  Tippett, 
assistant  cashier;  Joe  Kahn  and  T.H.  James,  directors. 

On  May  21,  1910  the  bank  changed  its  name  to  The  First 
National  Bank  of  Hal let t s v i 1 le . Carey  Shaw  continued  as 
director  until  1909;  French  Simpson  until  1914.  Succeed- 
ing generations  of  the  Simpson  family  have  also  served 
the  bank  in  staff  and  managemant  positions.  A new  build- 
ing was  erected  in  1973  on  the  original  site  and  ajacent 
lots.  The  old  tile  porch  exists  along  with  a Texas  His- 
torical Marker  to  mark  the  old  entrance  to  the  First 
National  Bank.  The  tile  spells  out  "First  National  Bank" 

The  Lavaca  County  National  Bank  of  Hallettsvi lie 
issued  $10  and  $20  Second  Charter  Brown  Backs  and  $10 
and  $20  Second  Charter  Date  Backs.  The  First  National 
Bank  of  Hal let tsvi 1 le  issued  $10  and  $20  Third  Charter

This 
particular  error,  a blank  area  on  the  Second  Printing, 
of  this  1935E  Silver  Certificate  has  along  with  it  the 
rejection  sticker  in  the  lower  left  corner. 

"Any  note  which  has  had  a portion  of  the  face  design 
left  unprinted.  Often  another  part  of  the  same  currency 
sheet  becomes  folded  and  intercepts  the  printing.  In 
other  cases,  a foreign  object,  such  as  other  paper,  mar- 
ker strips,  tape,  or  wrapping  material  comes  between  the 
printing  and  the  paper."
